Officers and residents of the com 
iii un it y in which he had camped 
searched the fields and also rod* 
horseback up and down every place 
in that section in hope% of finding 
some sign or trace of him, but tim 
proved futile. 
Time passed and soon former (lov­ 
elorn* Elliott W. Major was appeal­ 
ed to for the offer of a reward foi 
Hie arrest of his supposed murdei 
ers. The reward was offered iii th* 
sum of $200, and the county court 
made a like ofter, musing a total 
of $400 offered for the individuals 
supposed to have killed him. 
Attorney A. L. Shortridge, forme, 
prosecuting attorney, was appealed 
to numerous times by relatives and 
friends of Lowrey to take some ac 
tion.

TELLS OF MUSICAL HOME 


Christine Miller, Distinguished Con­ 
tralto, Talks cf Early Life. 


If ever there was a child of a 
musical household, I am that child, 
for every member of our family was 
musically inclined and played one 
or more instruments with efficien­ 
cy. 
Of course I always insisted that 
I was predestined to be a singer, 
and while my folks shared my idea 
of predestination at the same time 
they saw to it that I learned to play 
the violin. 
Our little “Miller” fam­ 
ily orchestra included a piano, 
cello ,a first violin and my second 
violin. 
At our house there never was any 
of the enforced practice one hears 
0 many musicians tell about. Ev­ 
erybody was interested iii music— 
loved music, would be nearer the 
correct way of putting it—and ev­ 
ery evening and on Sundays we 
studied new' selections and played 
for our enjoyment ihe ones we felt 
we had mastered. 
My schoolmates could not under­ 
stand why I did not want to play 
with them after school, for at the 
forenoon and afternoon 
recess 
I 
was a regular hoyden in the games 
we played. 
As 
I think 
of 
my 
school days now' I know* I must 
have seemed odd to my playmates, 
but I was always planning some 
musical surprise for my folks and 
I enjoyed playing sonnet bing new 
as a feature of our evening rehear­ 
sal. 
' 
Under the direction of my parents 
I learned to play the piano also and 
I owe much of my ability as a mu­ 
sician to the hours 
they 
passed 
with me in showing me the intrica­ 
cies of both the violin and piano.

Because my heart’s desire was 
to be a singer my folks used to hu­ 
mor me at times by playing accom­ 
paniments for me and I would sing 
some folk songs or some grand op­ 
era aria. I never was a timid child 
in making selections of numbers 
to sing and there was no limit to 
my ambition when it came to pick­ 
ing oui difficult arias. And all this 
preparation helped me a lot when 
1 was finally allowed to go to a 
singing teacher for my first term of 
vocal instruction . 
I always felt I had latent ability 
and my confidence in myself stood 
me in good stead for my teacher 
seemed to catch my optimism and 
worked with me with never a sug­ 
gestion that anything I might at­ 
tempt was impossible. My own be­ 
lief has always been that the only 
limitations we have are the limita­ 
tions we set for ourselves, so if J 
am not the most successful singer 
in the concert world the fault can 
not be my mental attitude not* my 
early environment.
